ITH THE NEW YEAR still so 

young, it’s a good time to 
look back to 1986 and the years be- 
hind it. And that’s just what Wrestler 
Annual is all about. Once again, we 
proudly present a retrospective of 
‘the best articles from the world’s 
oldest wrestling magazine, The 
Wrestler. 

Before he came to the WWF, Bob- 
by Heenan was the most successful 
manager in AWA history. And 
Heenan’s greatest achievement was 
managing Nick Bockwinkel to the 
AWA World title back in 1975. But it 
wasn’t long before a rift developed 
between the two, and Heenan fired 
his manager. Bobby Heenan: ‘“Bock- 
winkel Is Nothing Without Me” (from 
The Wrestler/October 1976) was the 
manager's response to being 
bounced by his top protege. The 
two got together again soon after 
this story was published, -only to fi- 
nally split up again a few years ago. 
By the way, Bockwinkel’s record 
without Heenan managing him is 
considerably better than when “The 
Brain” was calling the shots. 






Perhaps the best wrestler you nev- 
er heard of is Canada’s mammoth 
Angelo Mosca. Despite attaining a 
terrific won-loss record throughout 
the years, Mosca never attained the 
stardom he felt he deserved. Some 
blamed this on bad career moves, 
but others had a different opinion. 
Why Has The Press Avoided Angelo 
Mosca? (November 1976) shows just 
how powerful the print medium can 
be. It can tear down presidents or 
make superstars. 

There are comebacks and there 
are comebacks. But what Mike Von 
Erich did in 1986 was far more than 
merely coming back from an injury. 
Von Erich literally came back from 
being close to death. The Triumphant 
Return Of Mike Von Erich (November 
1986) was perhaps The Wrestler’s 
most inspirational story ever. Read it 
again, and revel in the sometimes 
mystical powers of a human being. 

Today’s most popular wrestler is 
Hulk Hogan. But for you newer fans 
of professional wrestling, this story 
will introduce you to a man who a 
few years ago was as loved as Hogan 
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managed Bockwinkel to the AWA title back in 1975. 
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is today. Tommy Rich lit up the 
wrestling landscape like a wildfire, 
which, fittingly enough, was also his 
nickname. And like a wildfire, Rich 
also burned out of control and for 
only a very short period of time. Our 
next story was published in the early 
days of Tommy’s incredible career, 
long before he disappeared from the 
wrestling mainstream. Is Tommy Rich 
As Good As They Say? (October 1978) 
asked a question that was soon an- 
swered with a thumping “yes.” By

Long before he became AWA champion, I was at ringside (above) to 
steer all of Bockwinkle’s moves. My men all have to be masters of 
trickery. Although Nicky rarely uses tricks such as this (below), | 
demand he use them when his opponent has been cruelly fouling him. 


When | first started working with 
Nick, he was still pretty wet behind 
the ears.It was obvious he had a lot 
of talent. He just didn't know howto 
put his talents to work for him. He 
would lose a lot of his matches 
because of this. 

Then | started working with Nick, 
teaching him how to bring out his 
real talents. If | hadn't done this, he 
would probably have been thrown 
out of wrestling for losing every 
match. He has come a long way 
under my tutelage.

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One of the most brilliant things | 
ever did was bring Nick together 
with Ray Stevens. As a tag team, 
that pair was practically unbeat- 
able. Their defeat by Bruiser and 
Crusher was an accident—it 
couldn't be foreseen those two 
would cheat their way to the title. 

All in all, the pair of Bockwinkle 
and Stevens was one of the great- 
est tag teams in wrestling history. 
They held the title longer than any 
other team. And do you know why? 
Because | was there advising them, 


devising their strategies, and 
showing them the path to glory! 

Nick and Ray were great together, 
and it is really a shame they were 
forced tosplit up. If they had been 
able to stay together, they would 
have won back their belts from 
Bruiser and Crusher. The only con- 
solation was Nick’s'getting a shotat 
Verne Gagne's title. 

Many people said Nick would only 
keep the AWA belt for a week or so. 
But | knew Nick would not lose the 
title. Before every championship 
match, | figure outa brilliant plan for 
defeating whoever it is Nick is slated 
to wrestle. In all modesty, | must 
admit all my planning has been 
fantastic; Nick still holds the belt. 





Jealous of our success, Billy 
Robinson did this to us. We'll 
make him pay by seeing that 
he never gets another title shot! 


However, Nick would not have 
been able to keep the belt a week if | 
had not been there to advise him 
and give him ideas for how todefeat 
any challengers to his title. Face it, 
Bockwinkle is nothing without me! 
He would just be another wrestling 
bum if | hadn't come along to help 
him become great. 

A man can stay out of the spot- 
light just so long. It is now time 
for the world to acknowledge my 
greatness. It is time for everyone to 
recognize that without me, Nick 
Bockwinkle would not be AWA 
champion. | think | should be given 
the credit | so richly deserve for 
making Nick Bockwinkle into the 
greatest champion in AWA history. 

And that is all | have to say. With- 
out me, Nick Bockwinkle would be 
nothing. But fortunately, Nick Bock- 
winkle is smart enough to have the 
smartest manager in wrestling in 
his corner! O

N THE MORNING of July 4, 

1986, Mike Von Erich got out 
of bed at 8 o'clock, just like any 
other day, quickly showered and 
got dressed, then made the short 
drive across town to have breakfast 
with the rest of his family. When 
he arrived, his mother Doris and 
father Fritz were already at the ta- 
ble, along with brothers Kerry, 
Chris, and Kevin, and cousin 
Lance, 

This was a special day in the 
Von Erich household. It was the 
first time that they had all been 
together since Kerry returned from 
the hospital after his near-fatal mo- 
torcycle accident on June 4. And 
that evening, in Reunion Arena, 
Mike would wrestle for the first 
time since he was felled by toxic 
Shock syndrome last October. 

After the entire family exchanged 


greetings, Mike sat down and Fritz 
Said grace. Certainly, despite the 
great tragedies that had befallen 
them, the Von Erich family has re- 
tained its faith. Almost 25 years 
ago, brother Jack died when he ac- 
cidentally electrocuted himself, and 
in 1984, David was found dead of 
acute enteritis in his hotel room in 
Japan. But the Von Erichs have 
their tender mercies to be thankful 
for. Mike could well have died from 
toxic shock syndrome and Kerry 
was, Indeed, lucky to be alive. 

As breakfast was served, the dis- 
cussion turned to the events of that 
evening. This was to be the first 
time that Kevin, Lance, and Mike 
were wrestling together, and ironi- 
cally they were defending the World 
Class six-man tag team champion- 
ship against Matt Borne, Buzz Saw- 
yer, and Butch Reed. 


At this point it ‘no longer 
mattered that only one of the three 
of them had been involved in the 
match in which Lance, Kerry, and 
Steve Simpson had won the title 
from The Freebirds. (Kevin, though 
injured and substituted for by Steve 
Simpson, was still given a share of 
the championship; Mike had re- 
placed Kerry after the motorcycle 
accident). 

“| think we'll be okay,’ said 
Mike, ‘‘but we’ll have to tag out 
quickly. | haven’t wrestled in ages 
and Kevin still isn’t one hundred 
percent, so Lance might have to 
carry most of the load.’’ 

“That’s fine with me, Mike,’’ 
said Lance, ‘‘as long as the doctors 
say you're ready to wrestle. Re- 
member, if you're not feeling up to 
it, | don’t want you to play hero.”’

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LACK OF experience can 

be very damaging to a 
young rookie. Not so in a case 
like this. Not so when the 
newcomer is young Tommy 
Rich. He shows us more 
knowledge of wrestling than 
many veterans. 

A rookie to the world of 
wrestling has been known to do 
many reckless things. After five 
Or. six matches, they are 
expected to know what is going 
on and in most cases their 
recklessness disappears. 

When Tommy Rich walked 
into the squared circle for the 
first time, no one would believe 
that he was a rookie. He knew 
exactly what was going on. He 
knew what to do at every 
moment. A lack of experience 
was certainly not his problem. 

Tommy's eyes did not move 
off his opponent. From the first 
instant he entered the arena 
until the time he walked out, his 
eyes were squarely on his 
opponent. Is it possible that the 
human eye will not blink? 

As he stood there waving to 
his fans (who took an instant 
liking to him) he stared at his 
man. Even as he signed 
autographs, his eyes never 
glanced down at the paper, they 
just looked straight ahead. It 
was as if he had hypnotized 
himself. 

Tommy has proven himself in 
the wrestling world. He has 
been matched against some of 
the toughest grapplers around. 
He has not yet let his fans down. 
“| love wrestling and | love 
winning. | never plan to lose. | 
guess no wrestler ever plans to 
lose, but | really mean it. | won't 
lose!” 

Many of the top promoters 
seem to think that Tommy’s 
Only problem is overanxious- 
ness. “He probably won't last 
very long, not with that kind of 
attitude,” said one promoter. 

Yet, when asked, many of the 
scientific wrestlers said that he 
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has what it takes. “] am really 
happy to have Tommy as a 
member of our group of 


scientific wrestlers. It's great to 
see a young wrestler start out, 
especially one like Tommy, who 
knows what he is doing. | 
happen to think that he will 


make it. He'll be around for a 
long time. In fact | think that this 
boy is championship material,” 
said well-known wrestler, Tony 
Atlas. 

Aside from the promoters, 
who feel a bit skeptical of 
Tommy, the only ones who have

a feeling of hate for him are the 
rulebreakers. They just don't 
want him around. But why? 
Could they be afraid of Tommy?

should have,” Rhodes admitted. 
“| just sat down and took a 
second look at things.

“| found the message by 
going back to my roots.” 

In this case, the roots were in 
Florida, the area in which 


Rhodes first gained national 
attention. 

“| don't know, ‘there’s just 
something about Florida,” 
Rhodes ‘said. “Maybe it’s the 
weather or the fans or the food | 
eat, I'm not really sure. 

“| do know | get back to the 
basics down there. That’s the 
important thing.”

OR NOW, KEN PATERA and 
John Studd are partners and 
friends. For now. 

Wrestling is a dangerously 
unpredictable sport. Often, men 
will seem like brothers until 
greed knocks on the door. Or 
pries it open with the crowbar of 
unchecked ambition. 

Despite Patera and Studd’s 
contentions of mutual respect, 
an undercurrent of unrest has 
settled beneath their booted 
feet. Surprisingly, it has nothing 
to do with Patera’s renowned 
treachery. For now, anyway. 

John Studd has enormous 
potential. He has already 
demonstrated such potential by 
winning the Mid-Atlantic tag 
team title with Patera. These 
two muscular rulebreakers work 





well together, complementing 
each other’s dangerous skills 
with a grissly determination only 
tough guys can possess. 

Patera’s skills are well- 
known. As Mid-Atlantic champ, 
he has left a_ blood-stained 
legacy throughout the area. 
Surely, youthful vet Patera and 
young Studd should be a duo 
guaranteed to intimidate 
scientific wrestlers for years to 
come. 

But either unwarranted 
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paranoia is setting in, or Studd’s 
vague references to the glory of 
a single title are signs of a bloody 
split about to erupt. 

This Patera-Studd situation 
should be placed in its proper 
context, specifically after the 
recent Peter Maivia-Bob 
Backlund and Paul Jones-Rick 
Steamboat break-ups. 

One or two splits should not 
spoil the many successful tag 
team pairings. Names like Tony 
Garea and Larry Zbyszko leap to 
mind. However, there is a crucial 
difference between people like 
Garea and Zbyszko and 
someone like Studd. 

Within the confines of their 
friendship, both Garea and 
Zbyszko can pursue their 
individual goals without any ill 
feelings. Unfortunately, Studd 
hasn't the maturity nor Patera 
the kindness to permit amicable 
free-lancing. 

Should Studd ever want to 
wrestle individually, Patera 
would be the first to stop him. 

“I'm really happy to be Ken’s 
partner, Studd said recently. 

‘Sure, we're champs, but we 
have some cleaning up of the 
area to do. 

“There's a bunch of stupid 
nice guys running around here.” 
Studd’s voice dripped with 
sarcasm. ‘Me and Ken want to 
retire them, if you catch my 
drift.” 

On the surface, everything 
seems smooth. Supposedly, 
they feel much is still to be 
achieved as tag team partners. 

Maybe if Ken Patera were a 
normal man with an average 
sized ego, the partnership would 
not be threatened with talk of 
future difficulties. 

In size, strength, ego and 
meanness, Ken Patera Is over- 
developed. Under no circum- 
stances will Patera allow Studd 
the freedom to be both his 
partner and challenger. Ken 
happens to be Mid-Atlantic 
champ. Exactly the title Studd 
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John Studd displays his awesome power with a crunching elbowsmash to the neck of a 
prone Paul Orndorff (above). Ken Patera joins in and also punishes a helpless Orndorff

Upon hearing the query, 
Patera’s face twisted into sour 
contempt, his eyes blazing and 
hateful. 

“He hasn't said anything to 
me,’ Patera snapped. 

When informed that Studd 
said something to the contrary, ~ 
Patera seized the edge of the 
locker and slammed the door 
shut. | 

“What did that little twerp 
say? He said he asked to wrestle 
as an individual? He doesn't 
need my damn permission. Let 
him wrestle as an individual.

“See what happens? | train a 
guy and work with him, trust him 
and he goes and stabs me inthe 
back. Oh, it’s his ambition is it? 
Anyone bother telling Studd that

He moves in on 
the champion, delivering a kneelift to 
Flair’s chin. The champion’s -head 
snaps back. He is stunned. Flair col- 
lapses backward into the corner, and 
Garvin presses his advantage. 

As Garvin’s. hands become twin 
blurs of punishing activity, the bell 
rings and the referee moves in to break 
up the action. Garvin and Flair have 
battled to another one-hour draw. 

“Wait a minute, wait a minute!” 








Garvin implores as the fans hoot and 
holler and Flair collapses to the mat to 
catch his breath. “I want five more 
minutes. Just five more!’? The fans

cheer their approval, and Flair, weary 
and exhausted, reluctantly agrees. 

In less than the allotted 300 seconds, 
Garvin pins Flair’s shoulders to the 
mat. But the pinfall hasn’t taken place 
within the contractually-recognized 60 
minutes. The title remains with Flair. 
But Garvin is encouraged, because that 
pinfall brings him one step closer to 
the championship gold. 

Upon returning to his dressing 
room, however, Flair downplays Gar- 
vin’s accomplishment. 

“Took, brother, do you think I’m 
about to strain myself to defend 
against a pinfall when I’ve just put my 
butt on the line for a full hour? You 
show me anyone else in wrestling, any 





other champion, who can go a full 
hour. None. The closest I’ve heard in 
the past year is my man Jim Garvin 
and. Steve Regal [who lost their AWA 
World tag belts to Scott Hall and Curt 
Hennig at the 58-minute mark.] 

‘Sure, I was pinned by Garvin. But 
that pin doesn’t mean anything. It was 
a non-title pinfall. And frankly, like I 
said, I wasn’t straining myself in those 
five minutes. There’s no need to. Sure, 
Pll let Garvin have the pinfall. It’s all 
a part of the psychological game of 
wrestling. Garvin gets overconfident 
because of that, and then watch slick 
Ric the next time we step through 
those ring ropes together!”

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mently with Flair’s excuses. 

Ric Flair is not the kind of man 
who is going to let anyone get an easy 
pin on him,” he said. ‘“‘He has too 
much of an ego, too much pride. He 
always wants to look the very best to 
the fans, and he’s very aware of his 
image. He’s not about to let anybody 
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have anything at the expense of his 
ego. You can bet those last five minutes 
meant as much to him as the previous 
60, and you can bet that my pinfall, 
even though it didn’t win the title, 
made Flair hurt pretty darn hard deep 
down.” 

Two other wrestlers who agree with 
Garvin’s point of view are Dusty 
Rhodes and Magnum T.A. 

“T’ve taken Flair to the one-hour 
limit on several occasions,” T.A. told 
The Wrestler, ‘‘and let’s face it: He’s 
good. He’s damn good. Hell, he’s the 
best. He knows more counterwrestling 
than anyone else in the sport. But his 
days are numbered. Time was when 
Flair could put a man away in 15 or 
20 minutes tops. But I’ve been pressing 
him to an hour, Ronnie’s been pressing 
him to an hour, and Dusty’s been 
pressing him to an hour. Heck, the 
first time Flair went into the ring 


against Nikita Koloff it lasted almost 
45 minutes!”’ 

“T agree with my main man Mag- 
num, here,” Rhodes said. “Ricky 
Flair, the man’s title is soon to be 
history, jack. It’s soon to be passed 
on. The changing of the guard is about 
to happen, daddy, and you can bet 
that when the axe falls, it’s gonna fall 
hard, and it’s gonna fall mght on 
Ricky Flair’s scrawny little neck, 
jack!”’ 

One man who presents what is argu- 
ably the most objective view of Flair’s 
current status is a man who has seen 
hundreds of Ric Flair title defenses: 
World Championship Wrestling an- 
nouncer Tony Schiavone. 

**Tet’s face it, Flair is a tactical mas- 
ter of the sport,’’ Schiavone said. 
“And right now, the cream has risen 
to the top. He’s been defending against 
Garvin, against Rhodes, against Ko-

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loff, against Magnum, even against 
Harley Race and Wahoo McDaniel. 
The list just seems to go on and on 
and on, and the competition has never 
been tougher. 

“But 1 disagree with Dusty,” 
Schiavone added. ‘I don’t think Flair’s 
ready to fall at all. I think he’s reaf- 
firming his championship, and he’s do- 
ing it in the most amazing way wres- 
tling fans have ever seen. Never before 
in the history of the NWA has any one 
champion weathered such challenges. 
It’s an incredible thing to see. 

‘Flair’s like a tree in the wind,” 
Schiavone concluded. ‘‘That wind of 
challenge is blowing like a hurricane 
right now. And Flair’s bending with 
that wind, he’s being taken to those 
one-hour limits. But I don’t think 
we're about to see that tree uprooted. 
Not for a long, long time to come.’’ |

UPERFLY JIMMY SNUKA’S

Snuka’s gaze floated lazily out 
with the shell, past Kealaikahiki 
Point toward Honolulu’s lights and 
beyond. At this point in his career,

Snuka had no desire to share the 
fate of the shellfish; he had come 
to enjoy the pleasing sameness of 
his life, the elegance of routinized 
Paradise. Beyond the _ island, 
things became hazily warped and 
unpredictable; life between the 
skyscrapers could drive a man to 
do crazy things. 
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So, there was a sadness as 
Snuka rose against the iridescent 
backdrop of Maui’s Red Hills. 
Snuka knew he would not play 
out his life on these beloved palm- 
frocked shores. He knew there 
were chapters of his life yet to be 
written, and the grist for those 
pages could be found only in the 
mainiand’s tumultuous jetstream. 
One week later Snuka followed 
the conch’s trail eastward, and 
found himself wrestling main 
events in California and Oregon, 
his year-long Polynesian exile re- 
duced to memory. 

There was a point in his ca- 
reer—specifically the early 
1980s—when Superfly Jimmy 
Snuka was the most popular ath- 


lete in professional wrestling. The 
incalcuable risks he took in the 
ring, the daring promiscuity of his 
moves, and his defiant courage 
created a legion of fans more loy- 
al and outspoken than those of 
Hulk Hogan, Dusty Rhodes, or 
any other titled wrestler. 

Snuka’s “superfly’” maneuver— 
whereupon he'd scale the top 
rope (once, in a WWF title match 
against champion Bob Backlund, 
Snuka climbed a 15-foot cage to 
reproduce the move) and soar 
majestically outward, his body a 
muscled evocation of Greek royal- 
ty, until he came crashing down 
on his helpless opponent. Just as 
Snuka has credited the legendary 
Mil Mascaras with inspiring him to

achieve new heights, so have 
dozens of wrestlers given Snuka 
the credit for changing their 
careers. 

But there has never been any- 
one, before or since, who could 
light up a crowd like Snuka. No 
wrestler possessed his natural flair 
for drama and excitement. Al- 
though much of his career was 
spent as a rulebreaker, Snuka 
was never vilified as one. In many 
ways he was the precursor for 
competitors like The Road War- 
riors, Lex Lugar, and Randy Sav- 
age—rulebreakers who are 


cheered because of their dynamic 
ring skills, while their opponents 
are hooted indifferently. 

When Snuka renounced his 
rulebreaking tendencies, his star 
peaked. There were no title shots 
to be had in the WWF—fellow fan 





favorite Hulk Hogan remained 
champion and the WWF avoided 
the pairing like a contagious dis- 
ease—but it mattered little. In 
feuds against Roddy Piper, Bob 
Orton, and Paul Orndorff, Snuka 
demonstrated his remarkable met- 
tle. His leaps brought fans to the 
matches and to their feet, and if 
Snuka felt at all slighted by not 
being able to battle for the title, he 
didn’t show it: After he and Piper 
engaged in one of their scaled- 
down armageddons he was 
quoted as saying, “Belts don't in- 
terest me, brother. It’s the action | 
crave. | need to keep moving or 
else I'll dry up like an overbaked 
coconut.” 

lt wasn’t long, however, before 
the native—and essentially na- 
ive—Polynesian became em- 
broiled in another sort of action, 
action that removed him from the 
familiar confines of the ring and 
threw him out into the cold and 
vulnerable social world of New 
York. Snuka won't discuss the pe- 
riod of time in late 1984 when his 
movements out of the ring and 
into the night were reportedly 
more spectacular than his move- 
ments inside it. 

That, coupled with a falling out 
with the WWF promoters, eventu- 
ally sent a tired and embittered 
Snuka packing back to the Fiji Is- 
lands, where he fell into an un- 
easy retirement, “| needed to rest, 
that much | knew. But | didn’t 
want to just stop all of a sudden. 
But the islands heal, brother. 
They heal and rejuvinate. Things 
turned out for the best.” 

After a four-month _ hiatus, 
Snuka wrestled briefly in Japan 
and appeared on spot shows 
throughout the South Pacific. 
Fans were shocked to see his 
trim and defined body padded 
with 25 extra pounds, although 
the extra weight barely diminished 
his ability. 

‘| wasn’t in the shape | wanted 
to be,” Snuka explained, ‘‘but | 
was too anxious to get back into 
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Snuka’s biceps bulge as he snapmares The Barbarian to the mat (above). Brody makes the 
mistake of putting the Superfly in motion (below).

the ring. | couldn't wait to finish 
training.” 

Working the Polynesian circuit 
whetted the Superfly’s appetite— 
for increased competition, not the 
grouper souflee he had grown ac- 
customed to eating four times a 
day. “I’ve begun to shed the 
weight,”” he says, and his recent 


appearances here in the states 
confirmed his claims. 

After months of isolated soul 
searching, Snuka decided to re- 
turn to the scenes of his greatest 
triumphs. A week of easy victories 
in Portland alerted promoters that 
Jimmy Snuka was back. Verne 
Gagne didn’t hesitate in signing 
the proven crowd favorite to his 
WrestleRock card, pitting him in a 
tag team match with his son, 
Greg, against Bruiser Brody and 
Nord the Barbarian. Snuka lept 
from the top rope to pin Nord. 
The crowd of 22,000 cheered like 
hell. Snuka waved at his fans, un- 
able to conceal a triumphant grin. 
lt was just like old times. 

Back in his hotel room (this dis- 
ciplined Snuka declined several 
invitations to rage about town), he 
discussed his plans for the future. 

“One day a time,” he said. 
“That is my philosophy. I’m just 
happy to be back in the ring in 
front of big crowds. The people 
haven't forgotten me and that’s 
important. | still have a lot of 
friends left in the country and I’m 
going to make sure they see the 
Superfly at his best. | won’t make 
the same mistakes twice.” ‘-

LARM IS MANIFESTED in 

many different ways. It 
changes from person to person, 
from situation to situation, from 
dream todream. When Bob Roop 
entered the pro ranks 10 years 
ago replete with credentials as 
NCAA wrestling champion, the 
world of pro wrestling seemed 
just another trivial empire for 
him to conquer. 

In that time Roop has never 
won a federation title. He is not 
even classified as one of the 
leading contenders. That is 
surprising, especially when one 
considers his native skills.

Now the terror has turned 
into panic. Cold, naked panic. 

- The years are rushing by, the 
waters are carrying his 
splintered dreams out into the 
hungering vastness of the sea of .

ready for Putski. His timing was 
off. He should not have wrestled 
Putski. At least not so soon after 
coming back to Florida. But he 
did. 

The result was predictable.

He might have 
lost anyway, but when he saw 
one more element of failure 
materialize, he lost all aspect of 
self-control. He-went berserk. 

“| took the match because | 
can beat Putski. |am better than 
he is,’ Roop explained haltingly

The panic prompted this 
impatience.

And Hays never refrained 
from telling all around him 
about his blue-blood. Butsnobs 
were as much a part of 
Cambridge as daily tea. At 
Cambridge existed a_ very 
specific social structure 
between two different groups. 

One clique consisted of the 
intellectuals, the ones of proud 
social heritage. The other 
clique consisted of those 
inclined toward athletics, 
specifically rugby.

Even as a young tyke, Hays 
loved rugby. And he loved the 
sports of the mind with equal 
enthusiasm. Unfortunately, 
Hays refused to choose. With 
considerable egocentrism, 
Hays decided he would break 
time-honored tradition and 
attempt to enter both worlds. 

His rejection was quick and 
violent. Light scrimmages on 
the rugby field turned into gang 
tackling practice with Hays 
beaten beneath a hill of bodies. 
Though his talents were 
obvious, Hays couldn’t make 
the team. He _ consistently 
scored, but to do so, he nearly 
had to steal the ball from 
teammates. On one occasion, 
Hays was wrenched from the 
field after a tremendous 
advance. When replaced, Hays 
trampled the shards of tradition 
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Jaggers. Due to Hays’ brilliance, this tag team seems to be unstoppable. The NWA tag 
team title may yet be won on the playing fields of Eton! 
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even further by questioning the 
coach’s decision.

Thus Hays returned to the 
intellectual. world only to find 
similar rejection, though on a 
more subtle level.

Don't 
bother putting your name 
down, Mr. Hays. The wait could 
take months. 

For nearly a year, Hays lived 
within the cone of silence. All 
his friends disappeared. 
Previously friendly teachers 
drilled him unmercifully in 
class. Even when he knew the 
answers, the instructors 
pressed him into areas he never 
could have studied. But to Hays’ 
credit, he never flinched. 
Despite the agonizing loneli- 
ness, Hays didn’t give in. 

Then the big break happened. 
The rugby team manager fell 
victim to a disease known as 
shingles. An intensive search 
erupted for the proper 
replacement. A man of 
intelligence, of courage, and 
knowledge of rugby was 
needed. But who could fill the 
void in a world where divisions 
were so studiously maintained? 
Only one person. 

The coach called Hays and 
asked him to take the job. Hays 
wanted to know if there was still 
a chance he could play. No 
matter the team’s desperation, 
tradition still reigned supreme.

What can be reduced to 
a diagnostic degree is his 
intensity, a determination which 
borders on the feverish. 

Between the sights of Dory’s 
future stands a thick, burly 
figure, arrogant, deceitful, an 
abasement to the glorious past 
champions. Dory knows what it 
was like for the NWA to have a 
man possessed of both skill and 
valor. 

He was once champion. 

And now the hunt to rid the 
NWA of this loathsome 
pestilence has been undertaken

with hungering ambition by 
Dory. Such devices as ratings are 
considered banal irritances to 
him. Standing patiently in line 
for title matches are beneath 
him. 

Adhering to any traditional 
pursuits and schedulings, such as 
a logical distance between 
matches, is useless. 

Dory wants Harley Race. And 
he wants him now. And Heaven 
help the person foolish enough 
to get in his way. 

“! have decided that | will get 
Harley Race’s belt,’ Dory said 
fervently. “There will be nothing 
that can stop me, short of death.

created a volatile rivalry. 

Thus, within this context of 
reciprocal hatred, emerges one 
man resolved to eradicate the 
rivalry. The solution is a heinous 
one, a conclusion which may 
leave one man crippled. 

“I’m not about to show any 
mercy for Race. He’s never 
shown it to me or my family orto 
any decent person. He’s just 
nauseating and 1’Ildo what! have 
to do to win the NWA title.” 

Illustrative of Funk’s 
incandescent rage is a recent 
confrontation between Dory 
and Race. In St. Louis, the two 
protagonists squared off to 
decide the NWA _ champion. 
Race retained his title. The next 
night Harley was scheduled to 
wrestle Terry Funk in Florida. 

“They all look alike to me. 
Ugly with a yellow streak down 
their back,’ Harley sneered. 

Moments before they were to 
enter the ring, Terry issued what 
amounted to a limp excuse. 

“Tl was hurtin’,” Terry insisted, 
smiling faintly. 


‘““Pursuant to federation 
regulations, Race’s consent had 
to be obtained before a 
substitute could be installed. 

“One Funk is as much fun to 
whip as the other,’ Race 
accepted Dory’s insertion. 

Dory and Race wrestled. 
Again. Twenty-four hours after 
their last match. 

Is this determination or 
stupidity? 

“I'll probably be criticized for 
this, but | don’t care,’ Dory said 
emphatically. “I Have to do what 
| feel is right. Wrestling Harley 
Race at every opportunity is the 
right thing for me.” 

“! want the NWA belt back. 
That’s it, flat out statement, | 
don’t care about ratings or 
propriety or anything like that. | 
won't use gutter tactics to get the 
belt back, but | will regain my 
title.” 

The manner in which Terry 
eluded his commitment to 
permit Dory an historic back-to- 
back match is reminiscent of the 
way Terry originally won his belt. 
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Jack Brisco was NWA 
champion. Succumbing to 
enormous public pressure, 
Brisco assented to a match 
against Dory. However, Dory 
skillfully escaped the match and 
allowed Terry to wrestle for the 
belt. And Terry won. 

Several factors blaze within 
Dory, propelling him toward 
Race. Harley was the man who 
beat Dory for the NWA title. 
Harley has often insulted the 
Funk family. Harley’s style of 
wrestling is antithetical to the 
Dory Funk manner of grappling. 

These factors burn so furiously 
that they meld into one seething 
volcano, erupting in maddening 
rampages at Harley Race, a 
strategy characterized as much 
by icy will as haphazard 
spontaneity. 

“l was once champion and 
Race took it from me. You think | 
can live with the knowledge that 
| lost to Race and couldn’t beat 
him in a rematch? Do you think 
that my career can ever be the 
same after that? 

“No, this black mark must be 
wiped off my name. | cannot rest 
with the thought that | wasn’t 
good enough to whip Race.

have imagined. Maybe all of that 
time off, making the movie and 
associating with the outside world, 
did him some good. His speech 
patterns have changed entirely. 
Mr. Piper seems much more in 
control of himself, even when pro- 
voked, and never once lapsed 
into his rambling style of speech. 
Perhaps he is serious about this 
change.” 

But could it be true? More than 
once in the past, Piper was a fan 
favorite and turned rulebreaker. 
His two-year feud with Hulk Ho- 
gan became the most publicized 
rivarly in wrestling, culminating in 


the famous “War To Settle The 
Score,”’ in which Piper, Paul Orn- 
dorff, and Bob Orton attacked Ho- 
gan, Mr. T, Cyndi Lauper, and 
Lou Albano. His ring style and ob- 
noxious personality made him the 
only man to win ‘Most Hated 
Wrestler of the Year’’ two straight 
times. 

So how could he have changed 
so much? Take the situation with 
Paul Orndorff. Piper and “Mr. 
Wonderful” teamed up against 
Hogan and Mr. T in the inaugural 
WrestleMania, but Piper and Orn- 
dorff crossed signals, causing 
Orndorffs eventual pin. This 
caused a breakup of the team 
and led to Orndorff’s friendship 
with Hogan. 

We all know how that one 
turned out. Orndorff finally turned 
on Hogan and is now aligned with 
Orton, King Kong Bundy, John 
Studd, and Adonis. This was obvi- 
ously a contrived, pre-planned sit- 
uation. When Orndorff stepped 
into the ring with Hogan for that 
fateful match against Bundy and 
Studd, his plans were already 
made. The same could be true 
with Piper. The possibility certainly 
exists that Adonis and Orndorff 
have sent out Piper as the bait to 
lure an unsuspecting Hogan. 

“This is very possible,’’ agreed 
Dr. Basil. “It would be very con- 
sistent with Piper’s personality. He 
is a very dangerous man, and | 
would suggest that Hogan keep a 
very close eye on him. Even if 
Piper's change of heart is for 
real—and remember, subcon- 
sciously, Piper wants to be loved 
by the fans—he’s capable of turn- 
ing around at any time. | see no 
reason right now why Hogan 
shouldn’t join Piper, but he must

refuse to write about me. You leeches 
make me sick. When I’m down you'll 
be sucking my blood! You know where 
you can shove your magazines?” 

| hung up the phone before Mosca 
could impart his instructions.

My experience is different from 
most of the wrestling press only in that 
| bothered to answer the phone at all. 
Mosca has managed to alienate every 
decent reporter in this business. From 
the moment he entered the sport, it was 
hate at first sight. 

My colleague, Bill Apter, is renown 
for giving newcomers a break in print. 
When Mosca was enjoying a fairly 
good season, Bill sought the man out 
and tried to do an nice piece about 
him, something most rookies would 
give their eyeteeth for. Bill tried his 
best to interview the man, so he could 
tell the fans who this man was. Bill 
didn’t need to do the article nearly as 
much as Mosca needed the publicity.

Less than 15 minutes after he went 
in, Apter left shaking. He’d been sub- 
jected to the vilest abuse he had ever 
heard. Mosca’s insults were nasty in 
the ugliest sense of the word. When Bill 
played the tape of his interview back 
for us, we were all shocked. There was 
no reason for that kind of verbal 
attack, No reporter minds getting 
screamed at for writing a rough article 
on a wrestler; we had our say in print 
and he deserves to get a little back 
orally. Often, we'll print his reply. But 
to be cruelly insulted for no reason 
whatsoever is unforgivable. 

Most reporters have stories just as 
bad—if not worse—about Angelo 
Mosca’s treatment of them. A few have 
shown bruises, claiming they were 
inflicted by Mosca. | wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if he comes for me after this 
article appears. Well, he asked why we 
don’t cover him fully in the magazines 
and he does deserve and explanation. 

Wrestling reporters work long and 
hard hours fulfilling sacred responsi- 
bilities to their readers. We do it 
because we believe in the sport and the 
right of fans to know the truth, no 
matter who it hurts, including our- 
selves. No story is written without 
great research and long days of tough 
labor. For our work we don’t expect 
thanks, but we do demand respect. 

We are not the whipping boys of 
emotionally stunted bullies who feel 
they have to see their names in the 
magazine. We don’t go back to their 
dressing room because we’re seeking 
their often dull company. We're just 
doing our jobs. Not giving us an inter- 
view out of spite or whatever other 
reason would be akin to us leaping into 
the ring and tripping a wrestler. We 
don’t.interfere with their job and we 
expect the same cooperation from 
them. 

Angelo Mosca may be a great wres- 
tler. He could conceivably go on to be 
the NWA champion. And we'll report 
his activities in our magazines to the 
best of our abilities. The fans deserve 
that. 

But until Angelo Mosca decides to 
treat wrestling reporters with a 
modicum of respect, you won't find 
feature stories on him, at least not by 
reporters with an ounce of integrity. 
We're not going to grovel for any man! 

| hope Angelo Mosca reads this. His 
skill deserves to be reported fully in 
this and other magazines. But until he 
learns how to treat the press, the press 
won't treat him.

Snuka had just signed a contract to 
wrestle for the AWA. Soon, he was 
the biggest attraction the association 
had seen in many years. And tor 
those of you who saw the cold- 
blooded attack on Snuka by Col. 
DeBeers and wondered if The Super- 
fly was permanently injured, let's re- 
peat the title of this story: The Super- 
fly will soar again! 

Our next article takes us back to 
the late 1970s. It concerns two fine 
professional wrestlers who had also 
been perhaps the two finest amateur 
wrestlers ever. Bob Roop was an 
NCAA wrestling champion in col- 
lege, as was Bob Backlund. But the 
two had very different professional 
careers. Backlund, considered a blue 
chip from the beginning, was moved 
intelligently and became one of the 
sport's finest champions ever. Roop, 
on the other hand, was thrown in 
over his head early in his career and 
never attained the success he should 
have. The One Man Bob Roop Must 
Beat (September 1978) is a tale of 
two wrestlers, both very different 
and very similar at the same time. 

The strangest story of 1986 had to 
be Roddy Piper’s conversion to fan 
favorite. The second strangest story 
of 1986 had to be Hulk Hogan's 
agreeing to team with The Rowdy 
Scot, the man who had caused The 
Hulkster so much suffering over the 
past few years. We at The Wrestler 
had our doubts about this bizarre 
alliance, as Warning To Hulk Hogan: 
If You Trust Rowdy Roddy, You'll Pay 
The Piper (December 1986) clearly 
shows. 

Currently, both Barry Windham 
and Dick Murdoch are wrestling in 
the World Championship area. But 
the two men have a love-hate rela- 
tionship that has intertwined both of 
their careers for more than half a 
decade. Our next story takes us back 


to 1981, when the unpredictable 


Murdoch issued this warning to the 
young Windham: Dick Murdoch's 
Message To Barry Windham: “Don’t

ham on the neck. The two men have a 
love-hate relationship that stretches back 
five years. 


Call Me Your Hero!” (April 1981). It 
was advice that Barry should have 
followed then—and should follow 
again now. 

These days, wrestling fans only 
know Lord Al Hays as the second- 
banana who absorbed Vince McMa- 
hon’s insults on Wrestling TNT. But 
there was a time when Hays was a 
great scientific wrestler—in fact, he 
was one of the top 10 wrestlers in 
the world. Then, in the early-’80s, 
Hays changed his philosophy com- 
pletely. Why Lord Al Hays Is A Talent 
Gone To Waste (March 1981) takes 
you back to the time when The 
Lordship was not quite a bumbling 
fool, but was instead a very danger- 
ous man. 

1986 saw two NWA legends in- 
vade the WWF: Harley Race and 
Dory Funk Jr. While both men are 
long past their primes, they gave 
WWF fans a glimpse at their great 
talents. What many longtime WWF 
fans may not know, however, is that 
Race and Funk battled each other 
for nearly two decades. Dory Funk 
Jr.’s Relentless Hunt Of Harley Race 
(December 1978) takes you to the 
midpoint of their career-long feud.

RATINGS ANALYSIS 





This column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 


a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 





Ratings mailbag: |nterestingly, the volume of mail for “Rat- 
ings Analysis” is consistently more than the mail for any 
other feature in this magazine. It’s been piling up quickly 
during this holiday season, so it’s time to forge through the 
mail and respond to some of your comments and questions. 


®@ from Chris Siggia, Erie, Pennsylvania: “| have some ques- 
tions, complaints, and suggestions for your ratings. I'll start 
with the Top 10. How on earth can Nick Bockwinkel be 
rated sixth (in your January 1987 edition)? First, he was just 
given the title, and now he’s been getting pinned in non- 
title matches by Col. DeBeers and Nord the Barbarian. 
There aren’t even any proven wrestlers in the area except 
Jimmy Snuka and Larry Zbyszko. | guess the real question is 
how you can even say that Bockwinkel is a world champi- 
on. Also, if DeBeers and Nord have been pinning 
Bockwinkel in non-title 
matches, how can you 
rate Zbyszko and Scott 
Hall ahead ‘of them? Is 
it because they're get- 
ting more title matches 
or what? We need an 
explanation! 
“My next complaint is 
this business of rule- 
breakers turning fan fa- 
vorite. What | mean by 
this is Roddy Piper get- 
ting a number three rat- 
en ing in the WWF so 
¥e quickly after his return. 
NICK QE WIAKE! | don’t actually believe 
he wrestled enough and defeated enough opponents to be 
rated number three in so short a time. You did the same 
thing with Lex Luger. When he was a rulebreaker, just before 
he turned clean, | felt he should have been rated in the Top 
10. He wasn’t, and you even went so far as to say he 
shouldn’t be in the Top 10 because he is still young and 
inexperienced. As soon as you saw he turned fan favorite 
(only one month after you said he’s too young and inexperi- 
enced, to be rated in the Top 10), you rated him in the Top 
10. 

My biggest complaint: After a year of waiting for you to 
drop the Continental or Mid-Southern ratings, you drop 
Pacific Northwest ratings and add women’s ratings! This is a 
disgrace. The PNW has spawned a lot of today’s major stars. 
You could have used the extra space to rate the top 15 in 
the major areas, but no, you stick in women. A disgrace!” 

[We'll take your complaints in turn, Chris. First of all, 





where the AWA ratings are concerned, Bockwinkel has got- 
ten back on the track in his title matches. The pinfalls in 
non-title matches you refer to took place prior to the ratings 
period you discuss. Also, we feel that rating Bockwinkel sixth 
actually penalizes him. Many fans feel that Bockwinkel 
should automatically be. rated number three, by virtue of his 
AWA World title. As for how we can say Bockwinkel is a 
world champion—well, he is, like it or not. And unless the 
AWA folds tomorrow, the title will continue to be regarded 
as the third world title in the sport. 

[Regarding your point on fan favorites: Lex Luger had been 
rated in the Top 10 as early as our September 1986 issue, 
and prior to that had long been a fixture in the NWA ratings. 
As for Roddy Piper, it was deter- 
mined by the ratings committee 
that his performance in the WWF 
since his return, — particularly 
when taken in context of the 
quality of the records of those 
wrestlers rated below him, war- 
ranted his high rating. 

[As far as our adding the Top 
70 women ratings, we're sorry 
you don't like them, Chris. For 
the most part, reaction from our 
readers has been overwhelmingly positive.] 
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Lex Luger 


@from Jim Carey of Boston: “| read The Wrestler every 
month, and | always enjoy the in-depth coverage of the 
wrestling scene that it provides. In your ratings, it explains 
that the magazine’s editorial board chooses the Top 10 sin- 
gles and tag team rankings. | would like to know if there is a 
specific system you follow each month by which you deter- 
mine these ratings.” 

[Not really, Jim, our “system” changes from month to 
month, Sometimes, when there’s general agreement on the 
ratings, the ratings meeting lasts less than half an hour; these 
are rare, however. In most cases, the ratings committee 
meetings are screamfests lasting several hours, generally re- 
volving around changes that must be made in the wake of 
major title changes. Occasionally, an impasse among the 
editors will be reached. When that happens, a closed ballot 
will be held, with each editor placing a sealed Top 10 ratings 
in a box, and a point value placed on each rating. The box is 
opened, the ratings correlated, and the top 10 arrived at.]
